They are all growths of moulds or 
fungi on the skin.

very resistant variety

eruptions. 


Ringworms do not always appear 


to be tiie sarnie, because most skins

in quality, resistance anil 
strength. 


Ring-worms of the scalp and of 


the beard are more concerned with 
the hair and are a mimic of bar- 
ber's itch. 
A rare form attacks the 


eyebrows. 


One of the most difficult forms of 


ring-worm to cure is "onychomyco- 
sis." which in every-day
